A final decision on the zoning 
change request made by develop­ 
er Morris Gross will be announced 
Saturday at IO a.m., according to 
Milton Berkes, board of super­ 
visors chairman. 


Gross, who developed the town­ 
ship's 
Pennsbury 
Heights 
and 
Yardley Farm s sections, wants to 
build 300 garden-type apartments 
on a 27.85 acre tract of land on 
West Trenton 
Ave., 
near Old 
Route 13. across from the Penns 
bury Heights section. 
Needs Supervisors’ OK 


This area is now zoned resi 
dential 
and 
light 
industrial. 
Gross must first have the super­ 
visors’ approval, in the form of 
a change in zoning. The new zone 
would be in the "GA" or garden 
type apartment classification, re­ 
cently established by the super 
visors. 


The decision to up the fee was 
made last night after a meeting 
of about IOO inspection station 
owners in the district. 


The state sets up the specifica­ 
tions for auto inspection but the 
regulation of prices is up to each 
district, All certified state inspec­ 
tion 
stations in Lower Bucks 
County increased their fee today. 


Unit 4 includes service stations 
in the Lower Bucks area bounded 
by Bouto I and the Delaware 
River on the west and east and 
Morrisville and City Line Ave. on 
the north and south.

India Holds Peace 
Key In Far East

monsoon season and its deluges, so you learn 
to live with it. 
India’s poverty almost from the dawn of its 
civilization has been desperate. The country 
couldn’t eliminate it down through the centuries, 
so it adjusted to conditions. 
This attitude may in a small way explain In­ 
dia’s sometimes exasperating position in world 
affairs, especially her relationship with the West 
and with the Communistic bloc. 


Prime Minister Nehru has no brief for com­ 
munism — not by any stretch of the imagina­ 
tion. 
Defense Minister Menon is a highly controver­ 
sial figure even in India. Yet there is little doubt 
anywhere that both will not receive an over­ 
whelming vote of confidence in next month’s 
election. 
The average literate Indian wants nothing to 
do with communism. 
At the first election IO years ago following 
partition, the Communist party elected but two 
per cent of the members of the parliament. 
At the second election five years later, the 
Reds did no better than seven per cent. At next 
month’s election, it is expected that the Com­ 
munist party will have shown no gains over five 
years ago. 
The fact that communism hasn’t established 
roots here, even though 200,000,000 people live 
hardly above subsistence level, is due to the en­ 
lightenment of the educated classes and to the 
philosophy, customs, and teachings of the an­ 
cient religions. This in addition, of course, to the 
fact that marked progress in the government’s 
economic, educational and health programs has 
earned the confidence of India’s masses in what’s 
happening at New Delhi. 


Goa is still a touchy subject in India. 
Indians feel that Nehru’s seizure of the Portu­ 
guese colony was fully justified by historical 
ties, by a world court decision a decade ago and 
by agitation among Goans for cession with their 
mother country. 
People here are still amazed by reaction in 
the United States and other Western nations. 
Yet there is little recrimination. They feel that 
ultimately Americans will fully understand. 
Actually India is a good friend of the United 
States. And in the cities here there is less hos­ 
tile feeling toward America and Americans than 
you will find in most countries of the globe. 
We in America are inclined to tag India a 
“neutral” in world affairs. 
She is not “neutral” in the old-fashioned sense 
of the word. Hers is an “unaligned” policy. She 
is not withdrawn from world affairs. Indeed she 
is very active. 
The government policy is one that views each 
problem as it arises without long-range com­ 
mitment to either the West or East. 
India wants peace. Her policy on those prob­ 
lems arising between the U. S. and Russia is 
one which asks not how you get into a situa­ 
tion but how you get out of it.
